Break-up Of Austria 
Was Crime Of Peace, 
Scientists Are Told 


By ROBERT S. THORNBURGH

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 13—Thf dismer. 
berment of Austria into a number of 
ftnall states, scarce!1, one self-sustain- 
ing. was the “grear crime of the 
peace settlement a* Versailles, in the 
opinion of Charles L Reese, high exe- 
cutive of the E. t. duPont Corpora­ 
tion 
In St Louis for the American In- 
,v :tut^ of Chemical Engineers meet­ 
ing. of which he is a leading mem- 
bet-, Reese declared that his observa­ 
tions on a recent tour of Europe con­ 
vinced him that “the Allies did to 
Austria what they didn’t dare do to 
Germany.” 
. The new European political setup 
proved of particular interest to Reese. 
A part of his tour covered Vienna, the 
famous old city on the equally famous 
“blue Danube 
“Vienna, a city of 2,000,000 popu­ 
lation. has been left without suffi­ 
cient territory on which its people 
can exist,” Reese explained. 
"The best and most influential peo­ 
ple of the city are all anxious to have 
Austria join Germany. 
Vienna must 
have connection with 
some other 
state in order to prosper. 
“This union with Germany may 
(ome someday, although the people 
of Austria know that it will not be 
permitted nowr by the League of 
Nations." 
Reese characterized as a political 
crime the creation of many small 
states in Central Europe and the 
Near East, holding this action to con­ 
stitute a constant menace of war. 
“The present sub-division may lead 
to war as none of these states are 
safeguarded 
properly.” 
Reese 
said. 
Y One much larger state would have 
been more conducive to stability than 
the small ones.” 
Reese regards Vienna as the na­ 
tural trade center of Europe, with its 
vast railroad center and in addition 
the Danube.

Jan. 13—A potato 
that is said to be “bugless’ and ap­ 
parently resistant to scab and other 
common diseases has been developed 
by A. J. Reems of Kildeer. 
Four years ago Reems found an odd 
hill of white-skinned potatoes in a 
Red Triumph planting. 
He fostered 
the strain by special cultivation and 
now claims a virtually perfect potato. 
Except for one carload that 
was 
shipped this year to a South Dakota 
seed house for double the market 
price, the entire production of the un­ 
usual tuber is stored on two farms 
at Kildeer. 
The strain matures two weeks earl­ 
ier than other Triumph varieties, but 
requires no more moisture than any 
of the common types of potatoes.

Administration of­ 
ficials are now concerned with pre­ 
campaign developments iu the Pana- 
man Presidential race. 
Late in October Belisario Porras. 
former Peresident of Panama, sug­ 
gested through the press of his coun­ 
try that the United States 
might 
find it convenient and perhaps ne­ 
cessary to intervene once again in 
the Isthumian Republic. 
Porras Complains 
He hinted that his candidacy for 
re-election was being hampered by 
the government forces and that 
a 
situation was being created tending 
toward disruption of peace and good 
order in Panama. His conclusion was 
that such a state of affairs would 
seriously endanger the Panama Canal. 
At that time Secretary 
Kellogg 
declared he could see no good reason 
for intervention or for supervision of 
the forthcoming elections. He is un­ 
derstood to have given this assurance, 
to the Panama Legation here. 
More recently, however, 
Ricardo 
Alfaro. Minister from Panama, issued 
a public statement charging Porras 
with stooping to unseemly tactics in 
an attempt to gain the favor of Am­ 
erican officialdom and the American 
people in his campaign for re-election. 
Porras was directly accused of seeking 
to stir up a controversy which would 
make 
intervention 
inevitable. 
He 
was. said Alfaro, using the Roosevelt 
Memorial Association, which is plan­ 
ning to erect a monument in Pana- • 
, ma honoring Theodore Roosevelt, as 
a cloak for his machinations. 
Flattering America

“His aim in launching the move­ 
ment,” the Minister’s statement con­ 
tended, “is plainly an atempt t-o flat­ 
ter the American public and also to 
produce in Panama the impression 
that being associated in the States 
with the prominent American citi­ 
zens he is trying hard to get into his 
committee, these personages will help 
him in shaping the policies of the 
State Department in accordance with 
the interest of his party in Panama.” 
Moreover, Alfaro continued, Por­ 
ras recently visited the United States» 
“with the publicily announced pur- 
j pose of seeking the intervention of 
the United States in the coming elee- 
| tion in Panama. 
Porras will run against President 
I Chiari, also seeking relecuon. who ap­ 
pointed Minister Alfaro to his poet 
here.

Flood Problem 


Drainage Districts Will Ask 
Congress To Pass A Law 
To Aid Them 


Help For Small Farmers Seen 
In Plan To Drain Low 
Country

fiom flood control along the lower 
Mississippi river, the m atter of recla­ 
m ation oi swamp lands is engaging 
the attention oi leaders to such an 
extent In this section that a bill Is to 
be Introduced soon in congress to 
place drainage districts in any part of 
the country on the same basis as a p ­ 
plies to the reclam ation of arid lands. 
Congress has already passed legis­ 
lation for th e arid land farm er th a t 
enables him to pay the original cost 
of construction of irrigation projects 
without interest, over a long period 
of time in some cases nearly f>0 years. 
Bui in the case of the drainage pro­ 
jects. the drainage districts have paid 
their own way so far w ith the result 
th at bond issues now' am ount to no 
less than 50 million dollars em bracing 


the work of about 150 drainage boards 
over the U. S. 
Aid Small Farm ers. 
Those advocating congressional ac­ 
tion point out th at the farm ers in 
these districts are usually small farm ­ 
ers, m any of them having purchased 
the land on installm ent paym ents, or 
have paid a part of their purchase 
price out of their savings and m ort­ 
gaged their land for the balance. 
It 
is held th at owing to unfavorable con­ 
ditions since 1920 the farm ers in the 
drainage districts have been so hard 
pressed th a t m any of them have lost 
their lands and m any more are just 
holding on hoping for relief. 
The first lien on the land is taxes 
which m ust be paid or the land will 
be sold, In which case the subsequent 
lien holders m ust bid them in for the 
am ount of the tax or lose their lien 
rights. 
M any of the subsequent lien hold- 
f rs. loan companies, m ortgage b an k ­ 
ers. federal farm land banks and o th ­ 
er such organizations have become 
heavily loaded w ith lands they do not 
want and cannot operate as ad van­ 
tageously as the farm er who previ­ 
ously owned the land, and in some 
cases have lost th eir lien rights alto ­ 
gether. 
Seek D rainage Fund. 
M embers of the drainage district 
boards who represem some five m il­ 
lion acres of land, recall th a t Presi­ 
dent Coolidge stated th a t arid land 
legislation was to help solve an eco­ 
nomic problem, and m aintain th a t 
taking the excess w ater off fertile 
lands by drainage will solve this prob­ 
lem as well as it will be solved by 
putting needed w ater on arid lands. 
It is now' sought by the drainage 
districts to have the national gov­

The News is presenting the facts in the survey as 
reported by the G eneral O rganization Com pany and subm itted to the Chest 
board directors and the agencies, insofar as they concern tho organizations. 
Today's report deals with the Associated C harities, and is as follows 
THE ASSOCIATED CHARITIES OF NEW CASTLE. 
The ch arter of this organization contains the following provisions: 
Name: “The Associated C harities of New C a stle ” 
Purpose: “The purpose for which this corporation is form ed is the 
support of benevolent and charitable undertakings by being the center of 
intercom m unication between the various charitable agencies of the City of 
New Castle bv fostering co-operation between them and checking the over­ 
lapping of relief by m eans of a general registration bureau; by investigating 
all applications for relief and reporting thereon to the appropriate charity 
without interference in the control of such charitable organization; by aiding 
and furnishing relief to persons, only when it is not furnished by other 
charitable organizations; by inform ing the public in regard to the general 
work of such organization; by repressing m endicancy and prosecuting Im ­ 
posters; to prom ote the general welfare of the City by social and sanitary 
reforms, and by the establishm ent and m aintenance of any activities to this 
end. and by assisting certain poor persons and developing voluntary personal 
services to the dependent.” 
, 
M anagem ent: ‘ The corporation is to be m anaged by a Board of Trustees 
consisting of eleven mem bers." 
The ch arter also provides th at “the yearly income of said corporation, 
other th a n th a t derived from real estate, shall not exceed the sum of 


$20.000.00. " 
The constitution, which is in addition to the charter, provides th a t the 
officers shall consist of a president, three vice presidents, a treasurer, and a 
general secretary. 
W hile the constitution calls for three vice-presidents we find th at only 
two have been elected 
The ch arter provides th at the yearly income shall not exceed $20.000 00 
This lim it appears to be too low to allow for any great am ount of expansion 
and should be raised. 
We found th a t this organization is conducted very economically and is 
doing very good work with the lim ited am ount of funds available. 
This organization was form ed as a central agency for all the charitable 
org an izatio n and to investigate all applicants for charity in th at com m unity. 
This plan has not been carried out to any great extent although there is a 
decided need for a central agency in New Castle. 
Of the am ount raised by the sale of tuberculosis seals the local agency 
retains 80% and 20% goes to the state and national headquarters. The funds 
obtained from this source are used to pay the salary' and expenses of a nurse 
and any surplus is used for the general activities of the Associated C harities. 
One of the larger activities of th is organization is the furnishing of milk to 
undernourished children and tuberculosis patients. 
In a year's tim e a total 
of 17.703 pints of milk were given out to 59 different families. 
The nurse assists in the Well Baby Clinics in w’hich there are 2,100 
babies enrolled. 
She also assists in the different clinics which are held in 
the offices of the Associated C harities such as the chest clinic and m ental 
clinic. The nurse also assisted in im m unizing 2,175 pupils for prevention of 
diphtheria and assisted Dr. H arper and the state nurse in giving toxin and 
antitoxin at the different schools in w hich 2,155 children wrere inoculated 
In addition to the clothing purchased and given out. a great deal of 
clothing was received from the local branch of the Needlewrork G uild of 
America, which was also distributed. 
Fuel and food are also given to needy 
people. 
The different nurses in Lawrence County have been very liberal in their 
praise of the Associated C harities and assistance given by them . The various 
agencies in the Com m unity C hest have also stated th a t they have received 
full cooperation from this agency. 
At October 31, 1927. the nurse and general secretary were two m onths 
in arrears on th eir salary'. 
We believe th at the activities of the Associated C harities should be 
expanded and th eir budget increased so th a t more m aterial relief can be 
given. 
It is our opinion th a t there should be a central headquarter for all the 
nursing activities In Law'rence County, which, if possible, should be under 
the supervision of the m edical staff of one of the hospitals. 
A new accounting system should be installed so th a t accurate statem ents 
can be readily prepared and a perm anent record kept 
At the present tim e 
it is difficult to obtain accurate statem ents. A system could be installed th at 
would not require any additional w?ork but would give more inform ation 
S tatem ents of C ash Receipts and D isbursem ents of the G eneral Fund 
and the Seal Fund follows. 
There are no other funds except the certificate 
of deposit of $800 00 which is set aside to purchase a new autom obile for the 
nurse.

Echoes of Strikes 
Futhermore. general 
strikes

lock-outs are now definitely proclaim­ 
ed to be illegal; any kind of intim ida­ 
tion is declared illegal; and it wMl be 
a crime to compel any man, against 
his will to cease work. 
All these legislative provisions are 
echoes of the great general strike of 
1926.

"And cannot," it asks, "at any rate 
a few of the more im portant ones take 
the trouble either to learn a little of 
the art of elecutlon or else study the 
psychology of teaching? 
Tiresome Mannerisms

and gesture w’hich become so very 
irritating when they are

scores of times a lecture and hundreds 
of times a week. The almost univer­ 
sal uselessness and total insipidity of 
the ordinary lecture, as well as the 
resultant effects, are all to obvious.”

Democrats Will Hold 
Convention In South; 
Select Houston, Texas

WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
1 3 — T h e 
Democrats decided Thursday to hold 
their 1928 convention in the South for 
the first time since the Civil War. 
Houston, Texas, after a close race 
with San Francisco, was awarded the 
convention by the Democratic nation­ 
al committee. 
Victory came on the fifth ballot. 
Houston offered $200.000 to stage 
the meeting. 
The successful fight of the Texas 
city was led by Jesse Jones, treasurer 
of the national committee 
Houston 
Jumped into the lead on the first bal­ 
lot and steadily crept up during the 
succeeding votes, as Miamf and Chi­ 
cago were eliminated on the second 
ballot, and Cleveland. San Francisco 
and Detroit support fell away gradu­ 
ally. 
Despite San Francisco's offer 
of $250.000—exceeding the Houston bid 
by $50.000- members of the commit­ 
tee felt the long trek to the Pacific j 
coast which 
the 
Democratic hosts I 
made in 1920 was too far away from j 


the center of the nation. 
The contest between the contend­ 
ing cities was spirited, but friendly.j 
in marked contrast to the bitterness 
which tinged the last-ditch fight j 
made by the Republican delegation 
from San Francisco here last March, 
when 20 ballots were 
required to 
award the Republican convention to 
Kansas City. 
Houston offered, in addition to the 
$200,000 cash lure—almost enough to 
pay off the $232,000 Democratic defi­ 
cit inherited from the last national 
campaign—adequate 
hotel 
facilities , 
at moderate rates, a convention hall 
seating 6.500 and excellent transpor­ 
tation facilities by rail and steam­ 
ship. If the convention hall is deemed 
inadequate, Jones promised the com­ 
mittee a temporary structure meeting 
and reasonable specifications urould 
be erected near the heart of the city.

CLEVELAND, O.. Jan. 13 —Former 
Secretary of War Newton D. Baker, 
in an address before the Kiwanis Club 
;9>3 here recently, urged the United States 
to take 
steps 
to 
prevent 
another 
World War, “which would undoubted­ 
ly mean the death of modern civili­ 
zation as we know it.” 
Baker declared the key to world 
peace is in the hands of the United 
States. 
“If we joined in a Locarno- 
like treaty with France. Oreat Brit­ 
ain. Germany, Italy and Japan there 
would be no need to fear another 
great war," he said. 
“Such a treaty might be written 
along the lines of the Monroe Doc­ 
trine and in it we should not insist 
on the right of neutral trade with thr* 
nation that provokes war.” 
Baker declared that world peace Is 
endangered by the unrest in what 
was Austria and the economic con­ 
flict in Russia. 
Austria might be ab­ 
sorbed by Germany, he said, but ex­ 
pressed doubt as to whether the other 
powers of Europe would assent to su 'h 
a merger of potential strength. 
The 
virulent growth of the nationalistic 
spirit in Italy was also looked upon 
as a danger signal to world peace by 
Baker. 
“It is to prevent an uprising from 
any of these quarters that I suggest 
a treaty,” Baker said, "and I would 
be for it whether my party backed 
it or not."

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After waiting for several years to 
see John Drinkwater’s ‘Abraham Lin­ 
coln,” New Castle had that oppor­ 
tunity Thursday evening when it was 
presented in the Scottish Rite Cathe­ 
dral to a crowd that was just short of 
capacity. 
An estimate of the crowd 
would be between 2800 and 3000 
To one who has never seen the play 
it presents an interesting study. As 


an historical work it is not so strong 
as it is a delineation of the life and 
traits of Abraham Lincoln. Because 
of this it is easy to understand that 
no part except the lead would stand 
out. 
Eustace Wyatt as Lincoln. 
The part of Abraham Lincoln was 
taken by Eustace Wyatt, an English 
actor who lias been in America for 


some time. 
His makeup was closely 
patterned after that of Lincoln and 
was so well done that one might have 
imagined that time had rolled back 
65 years. 
Wyatt makes a serious attempt to 
portray Lincoln, an attempt that is 
to be commended for after all there 
was but one Lincoln and no actor 
however skilled could expert to meas­ 
ure up to the original 
The droll hu­ 
mor, th'* serious mien, and the pon­ 
derous delivery of Lincoln, these he 
did very well. 
As to the supporting 
cast, little need be said The author 
has seen fit to submerge their parts 


to that of Lincoln and this submer­ 
sion is mast marked 
The general reaction of the aud­ 
ience seemed to be most favorable to 
the performance 
Such performances 
are of value to the student of drama 
and of history and deserve she en ­ 
couragement of the public
